Near Greenville, Miss., where the em- 
bankment was considered absolutely safe, 
the levee gave way with a roar that was 
heard ten miles away. Swiftly crumbling 
away the earth the river enlarged the break 
to 1200 feet and poured in upon the delta 
country, for which there was no other pro- 
tection. { 

Hundreds of \housands of acres of the 
rich delta, the finest cotton district in the 
South, will be’ flooded by this break and 
the logs to farmers will reach millions. 
The residents of the district were not pre- 
pared for the break and their homes, crops 
and stock will be destroved in large meas- 
ure. 

In Greenville heavy loss of life 
ported, but all the inhabitants are now 
believed to have escaped.

This morning the water submerged the 
entire southern part of the city. Protec- 
tion levees are coinage built in the middle 
of Washington street, and a large force 
of convicts and volunteers have the work 
in hands. The business portion of the 
town has, so far, escaped the encroach- 
ment of the flood, but the water is rising 
rapidly and the worst is feared. Last 
night the two electric light plants, located 
in the southern part of the city. were sub- 
merged, and before daylight the city was 
left in total darknes:. This is a serious 
damage and will add to the danger the 
next few days. 

The water from the crevasse will flow 
into Fish Lake and Black Bayou, the Sun- 
flower river and Deer creek. It will over- 
flow the greater part of Washington and 
Sharkey counties and will entirely sub- 
merge Isaquenna County with small por- 
tions of Yazoo and Warren. Many of the 
streanie into which it finds its way are al- 
ready swollen and full from back-water 
and rains. The Yazoo river,#which is the 
final outlet for this water, is already back- 
ing up stream and overflowing the lower 
portion of Isaque:nna and Sharkey coun- 
ties and as the flood is thus cut off from 
its natural outlet it will necessarily ac-

In Letters Written on Day of 
Death She Gave No Hint 
of Suicide, 


THEY WILL BE READ 
AT MONDAY’S INQUEST 


The Feeling Grows in Buffalo That 
Pennell Was Burdick’s Slayer and 
That He Had an Accomplice 
Familiar With House. 


FEATURES OF INQUEST. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUFFALO, N. ¥., March 238.—Pxrtreor- 
dinary features will mark the inquest into 
the death of Arthur R. Pennell and his 
wife next week. 

It will be a direct sequel te the Burdick 
inquest. 

If mysteries of Pennell's affairs can be 
cleared sufficiently to abow that he was a 
suicide, the Buffalo police feel that, dying, 
the lawyer named Burdick’s slayer. 

He was the man with the only motive 
shown to account for the murder of Bur- 
dick. And many actions of bis, disclosed 
at the Burdick inquest, go far toward 
forming a chain of circumstantial evidence 
against him. 

There are intimations that the Pennell 
inquest may involve many Buffalo business 
men and officials in a financial scandal. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUFFALO, March 28.—Two letters which 
members of Mrs. Arthur Pennell’s family at 
New Haven have kept secret since the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Pennell, are in the 
possession of Thomas Penney, Pennell's 
former law partner and former prosecuting 
attorney of Buffalo. 

One of these letters at least will be used 
in the Pennell-inquest. It was written by 
Mrs. Pennell at 5 o'clock on the afternoon 
of her death and was mailed to George 
Lamb, her brother, when she went to take 
her last ride in her husband's automobile. 

The letter bears on the impending Bur- 
dick divorce, and is said to deny that Pen- 
nell was to get a divorce. It contained no 
hint of suicide, and showed no depression 
in spirits on the part of the Pehnells. 

Hope of solving the Edwin L. Burdick 
murder mystery is now centered by the au- 
thorities in the inquest into the tragic 
death of Arthur R. Pennell and his wife, 
which will begin: Monday. 

The Burdick inquest had the one result 
of pointing an accusing fluger at the dead 
lawyer. The only possible motive disclosed 
for the crime—the Burdick divorce suit—in- 
volved him deeply. 

All the testimony adduced also strength- 
ened the conviction of the authorities that 
the slayer had a woman accomplice—either 
a member of the household or one who had 
unquestioned access to it. 

The officials hope that by turning the 
l'ght of publicity upon Pennell's affairs the 
solution of the question whether he delib- 
erately turned his auto !nto the Gekres 
quarry. killing himself and his wife, will 
throw the needed additional light upon the 
Burdick tragedy. 

At the same time, the reason why Pen- 
nell was not arrested after the Burdick 
murder was discovered may also be shown. 

Much depends on Justice Murphy and his 
willingness to call to the stand 
are believed to have inside information as 
to Pennell’'s business affairs. There are 
men in Buffalo who could tell, if they) 
would, the exact source of the mysterious 
income on which Pennell lived like a lord. 

Pennell spent $18,000 on his personal ex- 
penses in one year. His law practice netted 
him $1800. It has been gaid that Mrs. Pen- 
nell inherited property. So she did, but 
instead of $290,000 the amount was barely 


much every year. 

There are hints that a revelation of Pen- | 
nell's affairs would involve high city and | 
county officials in a widespread scandal. 

What were the papers that Pennell gave 
to Mrs. Burdick to keep for him—papers he 
office or his house?

This criticism 
has come not only from the public, but 
from his official superiors, and it Is agreed 
now that a serious blunder was made in 
not holding an autopsy, as complete as 
modern science can make it, on the body of 
Mrs. Pennell, at least. When all the cir- 
cumstances of the tragic affair are taken 
into account there 
that Pennell, if he really did not commit 
suicide,

wife with him on the fatal plunge. 

It is likely that the officials will have to 
make public acknowledgement of their 
blunder in not carefully examining into 
all the circumstances of the Péiifiells’ last 
automobile ride.

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The Post-Dispatch has received the fol- 
lowing letter from W. D. Turner, in con- 
nection with the recent suicide of Gen.

Until the machine can be divorced adbsolutely from the public 
service, the “greasy hand of boodile’’ will leave its finger marks 
all over the walls of the City Hall. 

Honesty and intelligence—these are prime qualifications. And 
they cannot possibly coincide with loyalty to the boss. No pub- 
lic servant can serve two masters.

Gov. Dockery has promptly filled the two new places on the 
circuit bench of this city with political appointments. If there 
is any reason outside of machine politics why James R. Kinealy 
and John A. Blevins’should be selected for the bench, it is not 
discoverable. Orrick Bishop, thé only man who received a non- 
partisan indorsement, was rejected for reasons sufficient only 
to a governor who keeps one eye shut and the other watching 
for the signals of machine politicians. 

But the appointments are in harmony with the policy em- 
bodied in the act itself. There was no reason for the act creat- 
ing two additional judgeships except the greed of the party 
bosses for more places for the satisfaction of which the juvenile 
court law was used as an excuse. St. Louis does not need two 
additional judges; it does not need one additional judge. The ma- 
jority of the present judges will testify that the work is not 
excessive for the present number of judges. 

More than this, no places for the two new courts have been 
prepared. It will probably take some time to prepare court- 
rooms. Not only have the governor and legislature saddled two 
useless official burdens on the city and state for the benefit of 
the politcal machine, but the governor has made them an ex- 
pense before working places have been prepared for them. They 
will have nothing to do for some time but draw salarics unless 
some of the present judges want to go fishing. . 

Gov. Dockery is a remarkable economist. He Is a skillful 
cutter of expenses—he cuts around ali the party plums and the 
vote-catching appropriations. 
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There is no sympathy for the state of New Jersey in its loss of 
nearly $70,000 a year in taxes by the latest merging of steel 
companies. In fact, New Jersey has been execrated in every 
other state because of her course in giving all sorts of trusts 
a start.

It follows that a feminized newspaper is just as impossible as 
one exclusively masculine.

REAPPOINTMENT NOT 
TO BE CONSIDERED 


Misunderstandings Concern- 
ing the Inquiry Here Re- 
sult.in an Authoritative 
Statement of the Facts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—Civil Service 


Commissuoner Foulke, in his report to the 
President, did not recommend the reap- 
pointment of Baumhoff. 

The report was made three weeks ago 
and he had no comment to make about it 
until last night and then not as to the 
text, but only as to conolusions, 

The report ended with the assertion that 
Postmaster Baumhoff had been guilty of 
grave improprieties, but no criminal acts. 

In discussing his failure to recommend 
reappointment, he says that the case was 
one which caused him a great deal of worry 
as the evidence was contradictory. 

That there was pleinly a conspiracy to 
down Baumhoff, and that the merits of the 
case were obscure. He said the improprie- 
ties were not'of such a serous nature, but 
inasmuch as they had taken place in a pub- 
lic office they were sufficiently grave to 
make him undesirable as a postmaster. 

Mr. Foulke said he did not know whether 
the President had any intention of acting 
on his report before he left for the West. 

It was a report, which, in a sense, re- 
quired no action by the President, as he 
can disregard it ff he sees fit. 

The President also had the recommenda- 
tion of the postmaster-general chat Baum- 
hoff be reappointed. He may not act until 
he can consult with Payne. 

Speedy Action 

Not Expected. 

Acting Postmaster-General Wynne said 
this morning that he had no reason to ex- 
pect speedy action in the Baumhoff case. 
He said that he had heard nothing about 
the case recently, and, as*the President 
was closing up his business preparing to 
leave for thé summer, it might’ be expected 
that there ‘would be no action until fall.
